The Reliques and Images of Saints 
are honourable in Regard of the Saints | 
whom they have Relation unto, and in 
Regard of God himſelf, ſince that he 
makes Uſe of them for Inſtruments of his 
Miracles. Was not Moſes inforced to 
honour the holy Ground, and put off his 
Shoes where the Angel that bore God's 
Perſon appeared to him in a fiery Buſh} 
Exodus 3- Doth not alſo Dawid command 
that the Ark be adored which he called the 
Footſtool of God's Feet ? Pſalm 99, 5. In 
fine, we- may well honour ſome notable 
things left us by our Anceftors and good 
Friends, yea alſo their Pittures, or Images, 
and that very thing 1s even done by Set:- 
ries themfelves mn Civility. 

S. They call you Idolaters, and injurious to | 
Chrift our Redeemer and Adwocate ? 

2. To be an Idolater is to acknowledge 
and adore ſome falſe Gods, we do not

Books of 
Levotion, and Beads are read, the one 
and the other is good, and Variety de- 
lighteth, there is no better Prayers, than 
the Pater Nofter, Ave and Creed.
